This is the closing chapter in one 
of the most remarkable examples of 
election bribery In the history of the 
state* and nation. 

I It came aa a rude shock to many 
I who had dreamed the dream that, tax 

I sylvan gladeB and mossy dells, of our 
rural districts, pure patriotism is still 
anoormpted and the aoreralsn voter 
«-ieId8 his ballot as the Itnight— "Sans 
Peur Et iSaus Reproche" — one wielded 
hla aword. for the right aa he aees it 
and without other hope of reward than 
tDP consciouness of duty well aiul 
bravely done. 

Naturally. Adama would have been 
no more oormpt than her afater eoon- 
lies, but a pivotal situation botwcc: 
the two nuUor partlea made the con- 
teat extremely Mtter; and the com- 
batants were not particular about th--- 
weapons of warfare used so the re- 
aoHa wtn obtained 

The unfortunate conditions revealed 
at the probe were the result oi a sys- 
tem of M 'l Oti t eorerlng a period of n 
third of a century. It tonehed all con- 
ditions of life — the rarlooa strata of 
society. It ezt^pded to the halls of 
congreaa and caaaed a trusted employe 
to abaeottd with |75,0M of goremment 
money and flee to Canada where he 
died in exile. It touched a brilliant 
lawyer in dM» iegialrtnre of Oliio. cor- 
rupting and blighting his life and 
sending him to a premature grave. It 
sent an honored tltlaen to « suicide's 
grave after he had squandered th» 
funds of church, lodge and muni- 
cipality in a fruitless effort to be elect- 
ed to a county olBce. A aom« or more 
of tragediea O0nld be enumerated 
growing fot of tiiia nnfortnnate altaa- 
tion. 

The nan re^nmalble tor Oe probe Is 

a resident of Portsmouth — Judge A 7. 
Blair. As a candidate for position on 
the bench, he hfd been threatened 
with defeat unless he rontribiited $2,- 
500 to a corruption fund in that coun- 
ty. His refusal resulted in the with- 
drawal, five daya baCore the election, 
of every candidate on the ticket. New 
men were drafted to fill the vacancies 
only to be overwhelmingly defeated 
at the eloetlan. Ttm diatrlet, however, 
gave Blair a majority and he assumed 
bis duties determined to strike a blow 
In an eOort to rid the eonnty of the 
deplorable conditions prevailing 

F\>r the tasic he selected a grand 
jury comprising men of all parties, 
who were known to stand fonr aanare 
on the proposition. The foreman was 
former Congressman Lucien J. Fen- 
ton and the chief counsel in the pros- 
ecution wna W. P. gtep h e nauu . the 
present county judge of .Adams. 

It lias been asked why the men who 
did Oe bnytas were given i 
nlty bath and the so-called boodlefs 
ponlahed. One class or the other had 
to be exempted in order to get at the 
root of the evil and the poort 
the more ftaaiMe plan. 

While the metropolitan press fea- 
tured this probe with many colored 
and diat o rted ventaM. yet ttere were 
scores of good stories that never were 
given publicity. So contagious was 
the deaire of the aeeoaed to enter a 
plea of guilty that scores of men 
tramped through the snow for twenty 
ariles to confess their "sin." Even a 
mother told how ahe had delivered 
the vote of her aon for twelve good 
"bucks," and a farmer worth $75,- 
000 "fessed up" to having "delivered" 
the wotea €t VbmmX and two eons for 
•thlrty pieces of silver" (dollars). 

But we do not purpose to single out 
the electorate of Adama cowity for 
special reproof. The people there are 
as good as in any other community 
of like site in the state. In tact, 
many of her cltlcow are to be found 
in exalted peaitfona in thla and other 
states. It is to be hoped that tht 
inveatigntions may have lasting re- 
suKa. It atarled a whoisaeie degret 
of self-inspection by other countiep 
and cities, into practices that have 
brought suspicion upon election meth- 
ods and more or less scandal upon our 
system of popular government.

Ways. Were Not Wide— BuHt fer 
Service and Profit, 

One of tlie best roada I bave ever 
driven over was Just wide CBOOcta tor 
two Tehicles to pass wlthont scraping 
tbe palat off each other's haht. I am 
not sure that sometimes the hubs did 
not touch. Rut it was a road that 
was always in good <ondiliou ami the 
men wlin Ivept it up Bcemud to do so 
with comparative ease, writes W. E. 
Rose of Iowa in Farm Progress. 

Some of the oM tarapikae^ still our 
beet mulways, were Mt a rod In 
width. When these roads were boflt 
th<-y were built for both sprvic- and 
jjrotil. and in figuring the fuiurt- prof- 
its tae builili rs naw that the wider the 
roa i vay and tbe wheel track the more 
maintenance eost and, therefore, the 
less profits. 

It is a pity that tlM Mea who laid 
out tbe first CO-fooC aal CMoot hi^ 
ways hadn't talcon a leaf from the 
book of the turnpilie builderg I! they 
had we would not have millions ot 
acres of land lying worse than idle 
alone our pahlic highway right of ways. 

Say that the road nna M Mttee from 
county aeat to eooaty aaat. Aloas iU 
length there wHl be anywhere from 80 
to 120 acres of land growing up in 
needs, road grass, brush and tliicltets 
where it is not being washed into deep 
roadside guIUes. ^'hy, in some sutes 
there is. a fnll half afflfea acres of 
land that la baiat waatad hi Jast 
that way and laad ia theao' atataa is 
selling anywhere tnm |Sa to |200 
an acre! 

.Many of the best and most lamous 
roads of Europe are but IG'^ teet in 
Width and they handle come of the 
very heaviest highway trafic Bight 
now IB those ommtlea andtowaakipe 
in this country where hard roada, per- 
manent highways, are being construct- 
ed. few of them are being built more 
than 18 feet wide and a good many 
of them are even narrower. 

The railroads, wasteful as they are 
in some things, are beginning to real- 
ise the waste of a useless right of way. 





An Improved Road in IVIaryiand. 

A road mnning through Illinois has 
its trackage fringed with alfalfa. 
Some larmers have resented the waste 
and are beginning to cultivate tbe land 
out to the wheel tracks. This may 
( ause a little trouble at times, hot afU 
er all ia it not a great deal better 
than lettlac tho nadaldes grow up ia 
Ironweeda, sumacs, briara aad thick- 
ets? 

Any of our road vehicles needs no 
more than a six-fuot clearance. Fig- 
ure out for yourself how many farm 
wagons could drive abreast oa a 
foot hiikway aad thea try to Iwac- 
Ine any ne c e ssi ty for any sodi ar- 
rangement. On a highway one rod 
in width there i.s room for two ve- 
hicles to pass with about four and 
(■ni'-half feet to spare. Why bare 
tba roads, then, 66 feet wide? 

Some of these days our roads will 
be narrowed. We have not really felt 
the pinch of a real laad aaad as yet 
^Vhen we do, then there will be a 
sudden narrowing of these wide 
stretches that are now weed incuba- j 
tors and seederH* y In the meanwhile 
why not make v'ne use of the soil 
flanking the pij.llc highways? Why 
not seed it in giiis^ aad now it as you 
would a meadov? • Of course the land 
beloaga to the ^^i^e, to the public, but 
it Is worse than Or ' <. Why not 
make it give soMS dm to some- 
one?

PROPER WAY TO MAKE BED 



Seents a Simple Proceeding, but There 
Are Seme Methods Preferable 



To BMka «p a bed so that It win be 

smooth, tuck the clothes in, one piece 
at a time, at tbe sides, and complete 
tbe work all but tucking the clothes 
in at tbe foot. Now draw the clothes 
down, one piece at a time, as taut as 
possible, aad tndt them ia at the foot. 
The bod wiU be far aeaterlooldasthen 
would be otherwise possible. If the 
bed is of iron or brass, whidi does not 
permit of tucking in the coverlet, tuck 
in the other clothes as directed, plac- 
ing the coverlet over all. 

A aew way to aiaka beds is as fol- 
lows: Sew two short leofs oa one 
end of each eorerlac thaw loops be- 
ing the distsace apart of the width 
of tbe bed and equally distant from the 
comers of the coverings. Then take 
a brass rod cut just as long as the bed 
is wide, and cover it with a thin pad- 
ding of cotton and some durable ma- 
terial. This rod is rua throng the 
loova at bed cever laga aad taeked 
in at tte foot of the bed. 

Whea the bed Is put to air, the bed- 
clothes may be readily thrown back 
without becoming separated. This de- 
vice is esitecially adapted for chil- 
drea's beds, or is good to use when 
there ia fllasaa la tbe

Oa Ihirms havtag 
hand separators there Is ao dWeulty 
in providing the sweet milk for calves, 
morning and evening, but farmers 
who i)atronize whol£-milk creameries 
or who still skim by hand should re- 
member that after the first few weeks 
Bdlk for calves should either be thor^ 
out^ sweet or fenr aear, ttat tte 
most dangerons eoailliaa to the half- 
sour stage.
